The committee created by an act of the Governor and 
Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Utah, to compile and 
revise the laws of Utah, respectfully report, as provided in said 
act, and submit a bill for the revised laws of Utah. 

Early in the year 1882 the committee met and organized 
by the election of P. H. Emerson as chairman, and the Hon. 
John T. Caine as secretary and treasurer. 

A part of the work was then allotted to each member of 
the committee. Subsequently, and before he had performed 
any part of the labor assigned to him, the Hon. John T. Caine 
was elected Delegate to Congress, and ın the summer of 1883 
resigned his position in-the committee. 

The remaining members, under the provisions of Section 
5 of said act, filled the vacancy by the appointment of Le- 
Grande Young, and by the appeintment of A. L. Thomas as 
secretary and treasurer. 

In prosecuting the work the committee used the existing 
laws of the Territory as the basis upon which their work was 
to rest. Beyond this, our system having been formerly adopted 
from California, we have taken the latest amendments to the 
California laws, and applied them as far as applicable, and 
especially in the code of civil procedure, the penal code, and 
the Jaws relating te real property and estates of decedents,

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so that the decisions of the courts under the laws of that State 
furnish a rule for the interpretation of the laws of this Terri- 
tory. ; 
_ There are many subjects treated of very fully in the Cali- - 
fornia code, which we have left very much as they now stand 
in our compilation of 1876, not desiring to increase tbe volume 
of the laws more than absolutely necessary. ~ . 

There are certain sections of the penal code, and of the 
civil code, incorporated in the bill herewith presented, upon 
which the committee are equally divided. The Hon. Samuel ` 
R. Thurman, a member of the committee, and also a member 
of your honorable body, will present this report, and is hereby 
instructed to inform you definitely of the points upon which 
the committee disagreed. Upon all other matters contained 
in the bill, the committee are unanimous. a 

Under existing circumstanees, arising se Papere. of 
-an act of Congress familiarly known as the Edmtnds bill, 
which became a law subsequent to the adjournment of the 
Legislature creating this committee, we remit to your honor- 
able body the duty of arranging the election laws, including 
the qualification of elector and everything pertaining thereto. 

Without entering into detail, the committee state that the 
labor of bringing together and. harmonizing existing laws has 
been exceedingly great; important changes have been made 
relating to procedure; the committee are unanimous in the 
belief that such are necessary; all of which, however, is sub- 
mitted for your consideration. 

The bill as presented is not technically in accordance with 
the act providing for this revision, We have our motives for 
making the deviation, to be explained by the member pre- 
senting this report, believing that when you have heard the 
reasons you will fully appreciate the motive, and vindicate our 
action. i

GENTLEMEN—In reply to your ‘resolution of January 24, 
1884, asking fer a statement of the amount disbursed to jurors 
under the operations of “ An act providing for the payment of 
jurors,” approved March 9, 1882, ete. Section 3 of tha act in 
question, providing ‘for the payment of jurors, provides that 
“Tn each civil case when a jury trial is demanded, the party 
taking the demand shall, before the jury is empanneled, de- 
posit with the clerk the receipt of the sub-Treasurer of the 
Territory in which the court is held, for the sum of ten dollars, 
and a like receipt for the sum of ten dollars shall be so 
deposited for every day occupied in said trial,” has been prac- 
tically inoperative for the following reasons, so far as I ean 
ascertain: 

Prior te the enactment of this statute, in all civil cases at 
law, both parties were entitled, either as a matter of constitu- 
tional or legal right, to a trial by jury, unless expressly waived. 
In every such case a jury was called irrespective of any de- 
‘ mand by either party. So, after this statute was enacted, as

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the parties could have the jury without demanding it, no one 
has seen fit to exercise this privilege, which is the condition of 
his being required to pay the ten dollars. Since, as before the 
enactment of this statute, the court, and not the parties, has 
called the jury, and nothing has been realized under it through 
payment made by, litigants. £ 

The general effect of the act in question is that the jury 
in all civil cases is provided and paid by the Territory without 
additional expense on that-account to litigants. 

So far as the effect of the act is concerved, Sections 3, 4, 
5 and 6 of the same might as well be repealed, thereby con- 
sistently leaving the public to furnish and pay the tribunals or 
agencies employed for administering justice.

and from said court quarterly, I deemed it advisable to appoint 
a deputy to attend to examination in that district, and ap-, 
pointed Wm. Fotheringham, who was acquainted with the 
business, having acted under Commissioner Murdock for the 
two years prior, The accounts have been ke very straight 
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the past twe years, so that there were not many changes made 
in the abstract furnished by the clerks to the Auditor. 

- There is one case to which I desire to call your attention, 
and that is to the mileage allowed witnesses and jurors from 
Park City. I refused to allow but 33 miles, as it was optional 
on the part of jurors and witnesses whether they traveled the 
direct route or whether they took the ears via Ogden, the fare 
either way being the same, and both routes being open for 
travel. The clerk issued certificate for 103 miles, and as I re- 
fused to allow but 33 miles, suit was instituted by a party own- . 
ing a number of them, to compel me to allow the 103 miles, 
and the suit was decided in his favor, the court ordering the 
payment of 103 miles.

Hon. James Sharp, Speaker, and 
Members of the House of Representatives: 


GENTLEMEN—I desire to call your attention to the fact 
that owing to an oversight on the part of the Legislative As- 
sembly of 1882, in not making an appropriation: for the annual 
publication of the recorded marks and brands, none have been . 
printed since 1881. An appropriation of $175 per annum is 
therefore respectfully asked for to print the recorded marks and 
brands since that date. 

Tt is now ten years since the brands and marks were re- 


ao 
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vised and printed, and owing to the many changes that have 
been made in the residences, etc., of owners of brands.since 
that date, it is next to impossible for poundkeepers to ascertain 
from the printed sheets in their possession, the owners of any 
estrays they may have in charge. There are now nearly twice 
the number of recorded marks and brands that there was when 
the brands were revised in 1874, and considering this and the 
changes that have been made in ownership and. residence 
of owners, little argument is necessary to show the. necessity 
of a revision. Of course, should it meet the pleasure of the 
Assembly to order a revision and reprint of the recorded 
marks and brands, the appropriation above asked for will net 
be required. The object in recording marks and brands, as I 
understand it, is to have them published and distributed among 
the various poundkeepers, so that owners of estrays can be 
notified and claim their stock, and unless they are so published 
and distributed, the object of recording is defeated. As this 
subject is of considerable importance to the stock-raisers of the 
Territory, I respectfully ask that it be referred to an appropriate 
committee for investigation.

Hon. James Sharp, Speaker, and ` 
i Members of the House of Representatives: 


GENTLEMEN— I desire to call your attention to the number 
of Auditor’s warrants redeemed by the Treasurer during the 
past two years, It will be seen from his report that $15,377.54 
have been redeemed more than were issued during the past 
two years and in circulation as reported in the Auditor’s re- 
port of two years ago. This apparent discrepancy occurred 
during the first six years of the organization of the Territory, 
as will be seen from the following, which is taken from the 
Auditor’s report of 1873: D 

“The surplus Auditor’s warrants, amounting to $1,948, 
menticned on previous page as not having been included in 
any report, have been unnoticed from year to year, for the 
reason that although many efforts have from time to time 
been made to call in all outstanding warrants, in order to as- 
certain definitely how many were in circulation, those efforts 
were not successful. Until a few years back there were no .- 
surplus funds in the treasury, and warrants could only be res 
deemed with money ; hence the difficulty of calling them in. 
Circumstances are now more favorable, and the Legislative 
Assembly at the last session authorized the Auditor to call in 
all warrants by public advertisement. It is believed that 
there are now no old warrants afloat, and that $1948 will cover 
the amount.” a. 

The foregoing statement would probably be correct, had 
the Auditor examined the stubs in his office of recent issue of 
warrants, and ascertained how many were in circulation. 
This, I am satisfied was not dene, uor could it be done, as the 
stubs of that period show large warrants outstanding to this 
day, which the Treasurer and I are’satisfied is not the case. 
The only way to account for this is that the committees ap-

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pointed to examine and destroy ihe warrants neglected to 
mark the stubs-canceled. 
Again, quoting from the Auditor's report of, 1873—. 
‘‘ The existence of these surplus warrants originated -dur- .

counts.” J. W. Cummings, in, hig report: as Auditor, dated 


Nov. 1, 1856, says: ‘What amount of the above (referring 
to Auditor’s warrants)..is .now.-in . circulation, or thosé previ- 
ously issued, I have no means of determining,” and -the sur- 
plus eould uot-be ascertained -at any time previous to the 
present. In the Auditor’s report of 1874, he says—“TIn ad- 
dition to which (referring to the Anditor’s .warrants) the 


Treasurer has redeemed $79.50 of old warrants of the original 


issue not fully accounted for as previously reported.” Which 
shows conclusively that the basis upon which his first state- 
ment was made was incorrect. 

After careful examination of the stubs in my office of 
warrants issued since the year 1875, I find that there is now 


outstanding $11,725.08, provided the stubs have been marked 


canceled when ‘the warrants have beén-examined and destroyed 
by the committees appointed at the different’ sessions of the 
Legislative-Assembly for that purpose. ` E

But it 
goes farther, and grants the power to prohibit not only 
billiard tables, but “all other kinds of tables” in public 
places In other words, billiard tables and,“ all other kinds of 
tables” in publié places, which arè used in nò sense for 
gaming purposes, or fer gain or hire, but only for innocent 
amusement, may be prohibited. Such grant of powér should 
not bé given. l 

Section 3 is objectionable, bécause it is in the nature of 
an additional penalty. The power to regulate, as now pro- 
vided, is that which may safely be given. 

Section 5 is too indefinite and sweeping. _
